Colored Crayons 
I,cad p oi-oning has also been 
traced to colored crayons. Analysis 
of school crayons has revealed as 
much as 1.5 to 12 p er cert, of lead 
by weight in some samp les of yel­ 
low, orange and green crayons. If 
the child is given such crayons to 
use, he must he watched so that he 
does not p ut them in his mouth; but
